IN  purfuance  of  a  dirc"clion  of  the  act 
bf  Congrefs  of  the  16th  March  laft,  en- 
titled **  An  act  to  amend  the  a£l  entitu- 
led  an  aft  to  lay  and  colled*  a  direa  tax 
within  the  United  States,"  public  notifi- 
cation is  hereby  made,  that  tranferipta

LONDON,  May  \7. 
Symptoms  of  Discontent  in  Prance; 

We  are  allured  by  a  private  letter,  that  a 
few  days  ago  (we  believe  on  tbc  5th)  an  at- 
tempt wao  made  at  the  Pari*  parade  on  the 
life  of  Buonaparte.  The  tetter  further  fiates, 
that  the  whole  particulars  cf  this  affair  were 
fent  to  the  E  olith  government  ;  and  proba- 
bly they  were  brought  by  Mr.  Mandeville. 
We  have  no  further  information  by  thci.  let- 
ter ;  but  from  other  channels  we  here  that 
general  Ang-reau,  Maffeiiai  and  Berjaadotte, 
wlio  were  known  to  vicvj^tfitfi  an  evil  eve  tiie 
encieafing  power  of  Buonaparte,  have  been 
ordered  to  refide  100  leagues  from  Paris. 
Thi  Chief  Gonial  lias  directed  tl-.e  raifingutf 
a  corps  of  honour,  comilliug  of  1,800  men, 
to  protect  his  perfon. 

Sunday  fe'nnight  one  of  the  rcpfimertts^j-e- 
fufed  to  confecrate  their  colors,  faying  they 
had  conquered  without  the  affillance  of  the 
Pope,  ajid  would  riot  accept  of  it.  They 
have  been  marched  from  Paris  alfo — The  new 
ecclefiafcical  eiiablitliment :  meets  with  m  un 
difficulties,  and  the  conftitutional  bilhops  of 
171M  are  no  where  Well  received.

NEW-YORK,  July  16. 
Yefterday  morning  arrived  the  faft  failing 
schooner  Roebuck,  Cant.  Daw  foil,  after  an  ex- 
peditious paifage  of  38  days  from  Gibraltar. 
From  captain  Dawfon,  we  have  received  an 
account  of  an  engagement  between  two  Al-» 
gertne  cruizers  and  a  Fortuguefe  man  of  war, 
off  Malaga,  wherein  the  former  was  victori- 
ous. The  force  of  the  Algerines was  a  frij 
gate  of  32  guns,  (the  fame  which  was  pre- 
fented  by  the  American  government  to  the 
Dey)anda  xebeck  ;  the  number  of  th<  ir  crews 
was  about  700  men.  The  Portuguese  was  a 
Frigate  of  44  guns  and  300  men.  The  Al- 
-crine  commenced  the  attack,  by  immediate* 
ly  attempting  to  board  their  enemy,  but  were 
unfuccefsful  at  their  fidt  qn'fet — the  action* 
•.aen  became  warm  and  bloody,  both  parties 
fighting  with  great  fury,  until  all  the  Portu- 
guese officers,  except  one  midfhipman  were  kil- 
led or  WOOnded,  and  the  feamen  fbamefuft* 
left  their  quarters,  when  the  bin  (Wrick  ber 
colours  after  an  action  of  three  hour:.  The 
captain,  (who  was  a  Frenchman)  was  killed 
early  in  the  action.  The  prize  was  afteri 
wards  carried  into  Algeziras.

It  may  only  be  an  echo  of  a  report 
circulated  here  fome  days  ago,  on  the  authori- 
ty of  fome  private  accounts  from  Pans,  which  '  * 
mentioned,  tint  a  Cbnfpiracy  againft  Bona- 
parte's life  had  been  planned,  but  had  been 
difcovered. 

PRUSSIAN  MEASURES.

Thefe  events  are  expected  to 
take  place  immediately  on  the  arrival  cf  I?ar- 
ron  Hardcnberg,  the  Pjuffian  Minifter,  who 
is  Ihortly  exposed  at  Anfpach.  The  court  of 
Vienna  has  inad.-  remonftrances  with  regard  to 
the  execution  of  thefe  meafures,  to  the  c.ibinet 
of  Berlin, buthasbeen very  little  attended  to.
